MINIATURE TALL BEARDED IRIS 


TABLE IRIS 

There is a great deal of discussion going on about the name for this class of iris and that is the rea- 
son for the double entry above. To us, the term Table Iris does not take into consideration the great garden 
value of these small iris. The term Miniature Tall Bearded, although at first it sounds confusing, describes, 
on the other hand, what we expect of this iris. It should be an exact duplicate on a miniature scale of the 
best in a Tall Bearded Iris. It should have good branching, and the flowers and stem should be in proportion 
to the height, which is ideally between 15” and 28”. The stem should be wiry and the flower not to exceed 
2% inches to 3 inches. The term Miniature Tall Bearded will lead to an understanding of this class and keep 
out every iris that turns up and is under 28 inches regardless of its proportions and the scale that creates 
the charm of these iris. 

Most of the iris in this class are older iris. and are diploids. Interest has long waned in the production 
of new seedlings of this type. However, all that is changed and breeding programs are in full swing. Three 
Test Gardens have been established to evaluate new seedlings and those that are already on the market that 
will possibly fit the classification. As we have said, we are happy to have been chosen as one of these Test 
Gardens and are looking forward to bringing you all the new developments as they arrive. If you have 
seedlings that you believe might fit this class, and would like to have them evaluated and publicized, please 
get in touch with us and we will send you the information about proceedure. 

These Miniature Tall Bearded Iris are well worth working with as they area great addition to any 
garden. They bloom at the same time as the Tall Bearded Iris so that you can have that contrast of size that 
makes for an artistic planting. They are unrivaled for flower arrangements, due to their graceful proportion- 
ment and spritely personality.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF IRIS HISTORY 
lris Introductions From 1840 to 1940 


The following iris we are listing according to the dates they were introduced, in order to draw as 
complete a picture as possible of the historical development of this popular flowering plant. We find at 
the beginning of the list the named variations of the species themselves and some first and second generation 
hybrids between these species which were mainly, |. pallida, |. variegata, |. Cengialti, and those anomalous 
Germanicas which were thought at one time to be a species, but later confirmed as natural hybrids of 
unknown origin. From these Germanicas, probably, came the deep colors of purple. The Lavenders and blues 
coming from I. pallida and 1. Cengialti, and the plicata patern from a varient of |. pallida. The yellows and 
variegatas seem to have decended from |. variegata as well as the amoenas,, which are evidently |. variegata 
with a color inhibitor that leaves the standards white. 


As early as 1904 we find the Tetraploid forty eight chromosome species beginning to show up in such 
iris as Isoline that probably had as one parent, |. trojana, one of the tetroploid series. These tetraploids 
entered the breeding programs more and more through the years, displacing, gradually, the earlier diploid 
varieties, and their progeny along with those amazing mutations that came out of the early diploid breeding 
and resulted in polyploidy, or the doubling of the natural number of chromosomes, have created for us the 
great and beautiful iris of today which are almost entirely tetraploid varieties. 


Here also will be found the early experiments with the use of the aril iris in combination with the 
bearded group. Such early varieties as Hamadan and Lady Lilford are fine examples. 


Interest in the older iris is increasing constantly. There are those who revel in collecting the hard to 
get, the “antiques”, that most people long ago threw away, and now wish they hadn’t. There is a charm in 
these forgotten friends that others find irresistable, a charm that can only be found in these particular flowers. 
And if you keep an open ear to the grapevine, you will hear strange stories of those too-inquisitive-for-their- 
own-good breeders who are wondering what was left behind when these iris left the picture. Something that 
might give some startling BREAKS, perhaps? 

First we will list the “Antiques”. We actually consider the antiques to be any variety listed prior to 
1920. 


1840 to 1900 - -$1.00 each, except those marked On Display. 

HONORABILE, (Lemon 1840) 16” variegata with yellow standards and bright red falls. 

MADAM CHEREAU, (Lemon 1844) 20’ white ground daintily plicated with blue stitches around the edges.

SANS SOUCI, (Lemon 1854) a bright little variegata with red stripes in the falls. On Display. 

FABIAN, (sold before 1868) 36” the standards are smoky blue and the falls blue purple. 

PERFECTION, (Barr 1880) 24” the standards are soft lavender and the falls glowing blue purple. 
KHARPUT, (collected by Barr and introduced 1895) a Germanica from Mesopotamia. Blue-violet bitone. 
QUEEN OF MAY, (Salter 1896) 26” a pretty orchid that is probably a form of I. pallida. 

CAPRICE, (Childs 1898) 26’’—and it’s still charming! Tones of medum reddish rose. 

PRINCESS BEATRICE, (listed by Barr 1898) according to Dykes this is synonymous with Pallida Dalmatica, a 
form of |. pallida and collected in Dalmatia in 1600. Medium lavender blue. 

MRS. NEUBRONNER, (Reuthe 1898) a yellow from I. variegata where the deeper color in the falls is absent. 


1900 to 1910 - - .75 except where marked On Disploy. 

DOROTHEA, (Caparne 1901) a blending of lavender and white with a dappling of amethyst. 

DELICATA, (Caparne 1902) a white plicata stitched with lavender. On Display. 

EDOUARD MICHEL, (Verdier 1904) a ruffled rich red purple. Probably one parent was I. pallida. 

ISOLINE, (Vilmorin 1904) 36” S. silvery rose, F. rosy mauve. Dykes thought one parent was I. trojana. 
GAJUS, (G&K 1906) 24” the standards are bright yellow and the falls the same with rust veining over them. 
HELIOS, (Vilmorin 1908) 26’ a lemon yellow with brown veining probably showing its variegata parentage. 
TROOST, (Dennis 1908) 26” S. deep rosy purple, F. a little lighter but with deeper veining. 

HAMADAN, (Foster 1909) 18” a violet arilbred. From |. pallida by the oncocyclus species, 1. paradoxa. 
QUAKER LADY, (Farr 1909) 30” soft blue grey and yellow bitone blend. 

LORELEY, (G&K 1909) 20” S. yellow, F. violet edged yellow. Really terrific in a clump. 

NINE WELLS, (Foster 1909) a very dark blue. 

RHEIN NIXIE, (G&K 1910) 30” a delightful, floriferous amoena with white standards, falls pansy violet. 
PRINZESS VIKTORIA LUISE, (G&K 1910) 16” a pleasing variegata with yellow standards, pale purple falls. 
MISS EARDLEY, (Perry 1910) yellow and purple. 

ALCAZAR, (Vilmoin 1910) 36” a child of I. trojana. An early tetraploid variety. S. mauve, F. purple. 
ELDORADO, (Vilmorin 1910) 30” S. yellow bronze shaded with heliotrope. F. bright violet purple. 
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1911 to 1920 - - .75 each. 


LORD OF JUNE, Yeld 1911) 24” “S. pale lavender blue, F. deep aniline blue.” Dyke’s description. 
PARISIANA, (Vilmorin 1911) 30’ white ground netted purple. 

DEMI-DEUIL, (Dennis 1912) 28’ dark purple. The falls are very curiously and attractively veined silver. 

LA NIEGE, (Verdier 1912) ruffled pure white. On Display. 

ZWANENBURG, (Dennis 1912) 13” the onco Susiana X a large yellow chamaeiris. Grey overlaid gold and 


bronze. 
CRUSADOR, (Foster 1913) 38” a large light blue. 


LADY FOSTER, (Foster 1913) 38” large flowers of pale blue, the falls slightly deeper in color. 

NAVAJO, (Farr 1913) 20” S. honey yellow, the falls are precisely veined with a maroon pattern all over. 
MARY GARDEN, (Farr 1913) a pretty little yellow blend. 

DALILA, (Dennis 1914) 24” S. cream with a pale rose flush. The falls are rose or plum red. 

ZUA, (Dennis 1914) 18” a very crinkled and ruffled white. Sport of Florentina of European crigin. 

SOUV. DE MME. GAUDICHAU, (Millet 1915) this is one of the tetraploids that came from diploid tetraploid 
breeding. One parent is diploid, (Fries Morel (Lemon 1840) X Dalmatica or Amas) The latter is a Tetraploid.

POCAHONTAS, (Farr 1915) 38” a plicata with creamy white ground and blue stitching around the edges. 
LADY LILFORD, (Foster 1916) another paradoxa X pallida arilbred. Dark blue, veining darker, black beard. 
ASIA, (Yeld) 36” S. lavender suffused yellow, F. pale reddish purple. 

B. Y. MORRISON, (Sturtevant 1918) 26” a neglecta with light blue standards and dark blue falls.

SUGGESTIONS ON BEARDED IRIS CULTURE 


We would like to bring you, here, some of the newer ideas on iris culture. Iris are simple to grow, 
but better results will be obtained if a little more care is given them. All plant life responds favorably to 
good cultural practices. First, shall we discuss PLANTING? Well prepared soil is always right. If you have 
time to prepare ita month in advance, dig in quite a bit of steer manure and a sprinkling of ammonium 
sulphate, mix it thoroughly, and allow it to stand for one month, but do not let it dry out completely. If you 
do not have this much advance time, then dig a hole for each rhizome to be planted and mix in one shovel 
full of steer and a light sprinkle of ammonium sulphate. Cover this with about three inches of straight soil. 
Scoop out a shallow hole and spread the roots out in this, filling the soil around the roots and to a depth 
of one half inch over the rhizome. The rhizome should be at about soil level and an attempt should be made 
to keep the half inch of soil in place at all times, especially in the summer. Keep the plants quite moist until 
they are established and showing good growth. 

FEEDING is important and necessary in most soils. As well as choosing the right fertilizer to use, the 
time for using it is most essential. Iris develop their growth for the next year soon after blooming and the 
buds for the next year’s flowers are also set at this time. So the obvious time for the most complete feeding is 
right after the blooming season is over. A lighter application should be made as early in the spring as 
possible, February in California and other milder regions. The most COMPLETE fertilizer you can find is the 
one to use. Trace elements, and other minerals such as calcium are needed along with the three major ele- 
ments, phosphorous, nitrogen, and potassium. A fairly high nitrogen content is of benefit in the summer feed- 
ing. If you can find a fertilizer with all of these, you are lucky and your iris will be better off. If such a 
complete food cannot be purchased near you, the different elements can be added separately, but at the 
same time if possible. 

In the more arid regions such as ours, IRRIGATION is important. We never let our plants completely 
dry out during the summer and keep them actually moist before and during the blooming season. In regions 
of summer rain, this is not as important, except in those long dry spells. 

DISEASE CONTROL is desirable if you want healthy looking as well as healthily growing plants. As 
early as possible in the spring, the plants should be thoroughly cleaned up, removing all dead foliage and 
other winter trash. The spring feeding can be done at this time by scratching in small amounts of fertilizer 
around each plant. Then spray thoroughly each plant, letting the spray material collect at the base of the 
plant and soak into the ground. A combination of the new Captan fungicide with Malathion for the insects, 
will make a most effective spray. Other fungicides such as the Ferbam products or Bordeaux, are effective, 
if the others are not available. Use a commercial spreader in your spray mix so that it will cling to the water 
resistant leaves of the iris plants. One tablespoon of any household detergent per three gallons of spray 
is a good substitute. Do not use the detergent with Chlordane. A second spraying with Captan just before the 
blooming season should control leaf spot, except during wet and cold springs. Watch for the round water 
soaked spots that appear on the leaves and spray before the infestation becomes general. Leaf spot is not 
usually too harmful, but if is unsightly. 

Iris clumps should be DIVIDED at least every three years to insure the health of the plant and a 
maximum of bloom. The soil beneath an overgrown clump has lost most of its nutrients by this time and the 
roots cannot reach new sources. When the rhizomes have to start growing over each other they push them- 
selves too far out of the ground and harbor disease and insects that can’t be controled because they can’t be 
reached. Lift the clump, remove the soil, and break the rhizomes apart at their narrowest point. Unless a great 
many plants are desired, throw away the old rhizome as it will take at least two years to bring any plant 
from it to flower. Prepare the soil as directed above for planting (see above) and continue according to the 

i irections. . 
a asia garden we like to plant as early as possible in the season. We definitely recommend 
early planting for most regions. From about a month to a month and a half after the bloom, is not oe ae 
to start moving them. But remember, they must be kept moist until they have begun to show growth. This 
is especially true in the early part of the season, because of the summer heat. 

DO NOT CUT THE LEAVES OF IRIS BACK IN THE SUMMER. Trim off the dead foliage only. The leaves 
are needed to manufacture foor for the rhizome. Keep the plants healthy, they will have less dead foliage.

REMONTANT BEARDED IRIS 


The following is a list of those iris which have a tendency to rebloom in the fall and winter as well 
as in the spring. Mostly useful in mild climates, but a few marked (*) are said to rebloom in areas that have 
shorter summers. To assure rebloom, good summer culture is necessary. Feed them after the spring bloom and 
irrigate them often enough to assure sufficient moisture for plant growth. 

We are very interested in this trait in iris and feel that it well may be one of the most predominant 
features in the future of iris development. The smaller and smaller gardens of today and tomorrow have 
little room for plants that put on a short display once a year, and the “backyard gardener” may well demand 
such a trait as remontancy in iris before he spends his money on them. 


In California, especially where frost is as late as the end of December, these iris really come into 
their own, giving beautiful displays through the last three months of the year. 

In our breeding program, remontancy is a highly considered factor. There are many breeders working 
toward this end and results are beginning to show up. Of course, the goal of all these enthusiasts is an iris 
that blooms early enough in the fall to perform well in all sections, mild or cold, and ‘frequent bloomers’” 
are even talked of. The future years of the iris world are sure to be influenced by these ideas, and we may 
expect iris of a quality that will compare with the best even though this is not the case at present. However, 
all of these iris look awfully good in the fall and winter months.

CULTURAL DISCUSSION OF THE ARILS AND ARILBREDS 


There has been much discussion and many arguments concerning the culture of the Aril group of iris. 
Many people have had success growing these fascinating iris, but there have been far more reporting failure. 
The Oncocyctus, especially, being a desert iris, resents a new home and its desires must be catered to with 
exacting care. The best method of doing so has been the basis of the arguments. 

Not too long ago, the “reigning elements’ of the Court of Iris, a commercial garden specializing in 
this class of iris, Val Slamova and Bill Hawkinson, ran across an old discussion published in 1904 in a book 
by R. Irwin Lynch, about some experiments carried on by Mr. John Holland. From this, these gentlemen sifted 
the fact that the use of dolomitic limestone assisted in the recreation of a soil analysis similar to that of the 
native soil of the oncocyclus group which was very high in lime or calcium and manganese and exceptionally 
low in phosphoric acid. Experiments with this product mixed into the garden soil from 5% to 15% by volume 
have given evidence of greatly improved growth and flowering. It is available on the market as Dolomite or 
“CAL-DOL”. It is still necessary to dry off the rhizomes completely as soon as the foliage dies away or lift 
them and dust them with an insecticide (Malathion) and a fungicide (Fermate or Captan) powder and store 
in DRY sand or vermiculite in a DRY, warm place until October or November when they should be replanted. 
They like a rich soil and plenty of water in the early spring. 

The ARILBREDS grow much like the regular Tall Bearded iris, except that an application of Dolomite 
would be of great value. Both should be sprayed regularly for leaf spot.

THE SPURIAS 


SHIPMENTS BEGIN SEPT. 1 


Recently, interest in this especially useful and beautiful iris has been growing to the extent that a 
Spuria Iris Society has been formed in affiliation with the American Iris Society, and the latter organization 
has this year activated the Eric Nies Award for the spuria receiving the most votes from the Judges. These 
two incidents should stimulate even more interest in the Spurias and they should begin to achieve the popu- 
larity that should be theirs. 

The breeding of Spurias is a wide open field since many of the best varieties are only a very few 
generations away from the actual species. And the species themselves haven’t begun to show their possibilities 
in breeding. With the beautiful flowers we now have in this class, and they so close to the species, who 
can imagine what may come from even half as much work as has been given the Tall Bearded Iris? There is 
only one piece of advice to give to breeders at this point, and that is concerning virus in the Spuria Iris. 
Resistance to virus, luckily, seems to be dominant over a susceptibility to it. As often as possible, use a virus- 
free variety as one of the parents and the progeny will have a large percentage of resistant members. Some 
of the best varieties to use for this purpose are: Wadi Zem Zem; White Heron; Shelford Giant; and Marion 
Walker’s new one, Morningtide (to be introduced this year by Lyon’s Iris Gardens.) There are others, we 
know, and we will report on them as we discover their character. The Tom Craig spurias will, no doubt, show 
this resistance, because of their background. Virus may be detected in a spuria by the purple streaks in the 
flowers, or by the pale yellow streaks that show in a leaf when it is held up to the sun. 

The Spuria Iris Society has formed a fund to finance an investigation of this iris by one of the Texas 
universities. We shall hope that much will come of this work, and that soon we will have chromosome counts 
especially, on as many of the varieties and species as possible.

LOUISIANA IRIS 


SHIPMENTS BEGIN SEPT. 1 


This delightful group of beardless iris which originated in the lowlands of the South is extremely versa- 
tile. Though originally dwellers of the Louisiana swamps, they have adapted themselves to a normal garden 
habitat with marvelous ease. Their requirements are simple -an ACID soil, rich, and full of HUMUS, liberal 
supplies of WATER PRIOR TO AND DURING THE BLOOMING SEASON, and some shade in hot dry regions. 
Prepare planting areas by digging in liberal quantities of some organic material, such as compost, leaf mold, 
peat, or well-rotted animal manures; acidify with soil sulphur, and feed regularly with acid food according 
to the schedule recommended for Japanese iris. Rhizomes should be covered with a bare half inch of soil 
and must be kept quite moist until well established. Does all this make them sound difficult? They aren't. 
Even under neglect, they fare well, accustomed as they are to fending for themselves in the wild. 

The color range here is extremely wide. Some of the newer hybrids are truly remarkable for their 


subtle colorings, unusual patternings, and exquisitely formed flowers of purest white, pastel pinks and 
lavenders, orchid, rose, coral, soft yellow, rust and copper, blues of every shade, rich dark reds and black- 
purples - many strikingly marked with signal patches in shades of gold and orange. Some are delightfully 
frilled and ruffled. And for arrangements? Heaven sent! Airy graceful stems and clean lines give them a 


purity of form that can be used to great advantage in modern designs. If you don’t grow these charmers, 
you are missing a good bet. Try them, you will be glad you did.

DUTCH IRIS SHIPMENTS BEGIN SEPT. 1 


Dutch iris are the aristocrats of the Bulbous Iris group. They are hybrids developed in Holland from 
two or three species that are native to Spain and Morocco. Raised extensively for the florist trade because 
of their long lasting and sturdy blossom qualities, they are wonderful for flower arrangements and their bright 
colors are ideal in the spring garden. Plant them with Tulips or other later flowering bulb flowers and you'll 
get a really exciting spring display. 

Dutch iris preceed the bearded iris in blooming time and should be planted just before cold weather 
sets in. Well drained soil is essential. Feed the plants right after they bloom with a complete, high nitrogen 
fertilizer. They may be lifted and stored as soon as the foliage dies down. 

If you would like to save some of the earlier blossoms of Dutch iris for The Iris Show, they are easily 
held over for two or three weeks. Cut fully developed buds that would normally open in a day or two, wrap 
each bud in wax paper, place them in a wide mouthed jar with about one inch of water in the bottom, and 
put them in the bottom of your refrigerator. Take them out the evening before you want to take them to the 
show. They will open normally and last almost as well as freshly picked ones.
